family without examination — and 
upon. returning home the man com- 
p ed. to the department that the 
Customs Service was inefficient be- 
cause of the lax examination he re- 
ceived. The Bureaii found out who 
was on duty and the inspector was 
‘jumped on for his negligence. — 
Such incidents indicate unhealthy 
conditions in the service. If our em- 
ployeées are ill-mannered, it is primar- 
ily because the morale of the outfit 
is weli-night non-existent. And after 
nearly ten years of service I believe 
that the ills of the Civil Service are 
basically the same in all departments. 
Consider, for example, political “pull.” 
“In my own cage, after taking an ‘ex- 
amination, I heard nothing of an ap- 
pointment for several months. Fol- 
lowing the advice of friends, I got 
in touch with a local: politician and 
soon afterward had my job. : 
' Or take the-case of Mr. X, a war 
veteran who took the examination 
and became No. 10 on the list of eli- 
gibles. For morths he waited while 
several positions were filled. Then 
he inquired where he stood; to his 
surprise he had moved down the line 
to No. 25. The explanation was that 
those who had been behind him had 
qualified as disabled veterans, there- 
by gaining five points’ preference and 
mounting the ladder ahead of him, 
Advised by his Representative in 
Congress; he went to a doctor and 
secured a certificate stating that he 
too was partially disabled from some 
ache which might have from 
war service. Armed with this, the 
Congressman was able to have Mr. X 
moved up to No. 3 and his appoint- 
ment came through quickly. 
Naturally, after similar introduc- 
tions te the service many men seek 
promotions through political pres- 
sure; and just one promotion due to 
“pull” will produce a host of dissatis- 
fied men, Our federal system, by the 
way, has no examinations for promo- 
tion. Most officers cynically believe 
that it “isn’t what you know, but 
whom you know that counts.” I have 
seen men suspended, from duty on 
charges get off scot free because they|T believe the men would be better off 
knew a Congressman. Another man|if they began at a lower salary and 
tried for years to secure a transfer,| received an increase each year. Until 
~- | some means of rewarding efficient | 
service is put into effect the morale 
will continue at a low ebb. — 

Truly might there be graven over 
the doors of our federal buildings, 
“Abandon hope, all ye who enter 
here.” No one can look forward with 
any certainty to improvement in 
either salary or position. The lack of | 
‘training means that we have no op- 
portynity to prepare for a more res- 
ponsible position. The inequality of 
our salary arrangements makes us 
feel that there is little use learning 
anything anyway. Throughout the 
force there is a cynical feeling that 
the man who does the least gets along 
the best. In other words, he who 
does nothing makes no mistake. 

The United States has always of- 
fered to its citizens, to a greater de- 
gree than any other country, the op- 
portunity to climb the ladder to suc- 
cess. Paradoxically, to its own em- 
ployees it offers less of this golden 
opportunity than other great nations. 
I am not referring particularly to the 
financial returns. Schopenhauer said, 
“The States cannot pay men with 
money, but with honor.” But the hon- 
er of holding a government position 
here is just about nil. . 

I love my country. I like to work | 
for it. But I should like a position 
which would inspire enthusiasm ‘in- 
stead of lethargy. I believe that the 
conditions I have pointed out could | 
be changed without great expense, so 
that our Civil Service—like that of 
England—would attract men of capa- 
bilities instead of men who have 
failed in other ‘lines of work, so that 
it would be a service respected by the 
average citizen instead of one cor- 
dially detested.

It’s an old saying that the good die 
young, but in the Civil Service they 
don’t die, they resign. As Dorothy 
Thompson wrote, “Our Civil Servants 
take it for granted that if offered a 
better job they should quit. In Eng- 
land that is ‘almost regarded as dis- 
graceful. But here if a man shows 
special ability he is almost immedi- 
ately withdrawn by private enter- 
prise. The résult is that the incom- 
petent ones stay and business gets 
the good ones.” ‘ 

Overtime is another annoyance. No- 
body minds working a few extra 
hours without pay when “the needs 
of the service demand,” as they say 
in headquartersy@ut when it hap- 
pens week after week it seems like 
a complete nullification of the 44- 
hour-a-week law under which we are 
supposed to be working. Much of 
the overtime is due to poor manage- | 
ment and most of it would be quickly |

Inspecting a series of turnip plots 
on the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Nappan, N.S., during a field day. in 
September, visitors were told by Mr. 
Smith that 100 lbs. of 20 per-cent 
superphosphate are worth one ton of 
turnips, meaning that with the ad- 
dition of 500 lbs. of superphosphate 
per acré the yield was increased by 
five tons over manure alone. On this 
occasion a shrewd farmer from Pic- 
tou County stepped forward and sta- 
ted his conviction that the proper 
place to start the use of superphos- 
phate is in the stable. 


Now, this farmer was: not talking 
through his hat. but knew whereof he 
spoke, having like many others prov- 
ed the merits of granular superphos- 
phate in the stable. The practice has 
been preached for years but may be 
new to some. It consists of spread- 
ing the phosphate in and on both 
sides of the gutter, at the rate of one 
or one and a half pounds per animal 
per day, after cleaning out the stable. 

The superphosphate, when used in 
this way, performs several functions. 
Not only does it add the phosphorus 
which ordinary manure lacks’ but 
absorbs and holds valuable nitrogen 


under the conditions of these tests, 
and these produced a very weak 
growth. It has been observed that 
a few plants of certain varieties of 
fall rye also frequently survive the 
second winter in the field. 

The results of these tests indicate 
that “Michels’ Hybrid Grass” may 
be regarded as a persistent peren- 
nial under the conditions of these 
tests, and there is no evidence of it 
possessing greater forage Value than 
fall. rye. t

phosphate in the stable, shed, pen 
or poultry house reduces flies, ab- 
sorbs maladorous gases and disin- 
fects the premises. Phosphorus will 
not leach out of the manure, though 
nitrogen and potash may be lost if 
the liquid manure containing them is 
allowed to escape. It is noteworthy 
that farmers who use phosphate in 
the stable have a greater apprecia- 
tion of the value of manure and the 
need for its conservation. 

One who farms on a large scale in 
the Eastern Townships of Quebec has 
used from 6 to 8 tons of stable phos- 
phate annually for the past six years 
and reports that he has just filled 
three silos from 18 acres of corn, 
which received 17 tons of phosphated 
manure per acre. It was the best 
crop in the district in a season dis- 
tinctly unfavorable for corn. He 
finds that the phosphate in the ma- 
nure promotes the decomposition of 
the latter in the soil.

LEGLESS HERO WHO’ 
LEADS CANADIAN FLYERS

A romance of British industry lies 
behind the award of the D.S.O. to the 
famous legless pilot of the R.A.F., 
Acting Squadron-Leader 1D. R. 8. Ba- 
der, at present Acting Squadron-Lea- 
der to a Squadron from Canada. 

After an accident in 1931, when he 
lost both legs, Squadron-Leader Ba- 
der was fitted with artificial limbs 
by one of the Desoutter brothers who 
have given Britain the world leat in 
making artificial limbs. 

Wher Mr. Marcel Desoutter lost a 
leg in an aeroplane accident in 1912 
his brother Charles, an aeronautical 
engineer, set to work and produced the 
first light metal limb made of what 
was then the new duraluminum al- 
loy and weighing 3% to 4% pounds 
instead of the usual 7 to.10 pounds.

fewer than 100,000 limbs have been 


| supplied by. the Desoutter brothers to 


the British Ministry of Pensions and 
to. private patients all over the world. 
Ballrbearingy mechanisms enable the 
users to cycle, play tennis ‘or golf, 
ride on horseback, drive a car and 
even to ski. An astonishing feat of 
design, is. the artificial ankle which 
combines the joint and spring action 
of the foot in one neat mechanical
